' It happened that while the young woman of the 
houfe was afleep one night inher bed, fhe was a- 
wakened by fomething which attempted to draw 
the cloaths off the bed. She was at firft frighted ;

‘The girl was comforted with this {piritval affiit- 
ances but not fatisfied with that alone, fhe tcok 
one of the maids to be her bed-fellow the next e- 
vening. 

In the dead of the night the flaming crofs was 
again vifible, but no attempt was made on either 
‘They were, however, greatly 
terrified, and the fervant faid fhe would rather 
leave her place than lie in the room again. 

The friar the next morning took the merit of 
the phantom’s peaceable behavior upon himfelf. 
The prayers and maffes were renewed, and appli- 
cation was made to the convents of Liege for auxi- 
liary aflilance.

it came up tothe bed fide it drew the curtain more 
open, and, lifting up the bed cloaths, was about 
to come in.—The girl, now more terrified than 
ever, fcreamed with allher might. Asevery bo- 
dy in the houfe was upon the watch, fhe was heard 
by them all, bat the father only had courage to 
goto her affiltance, and his bravery was, proba 
bly, owing toa confiderable quantity of reliques 
which he had procured from the convent, and 
which he brought in his hand. 

When he arrived, however, nothing was to be 
feen but fome of the little croffes and infcriptions, 
feveral of which were now luminous only in part. 

Being not a little terrified at thefe appearances, | 
he ran to the friar’s apartment, and, with fome 
dificulcy, prevailed upon him to go with him to 
the haunted room. The friar at firllexcufed him- 
felf upon account of the young woman’s being in 
bed.

Private foldier in one of the battalions, or- 

dered on the expedition againft New-Lon- 
don, under the command of General Arnold, had 
a miftrefs who left England with him, and was 
the conftant companion of his dangers.—He had 
furvived feveral engagements, though wounded 
feverely intwo.

Foreign Intelligence. 


Lonvon, Auguft 25. 

The prefent Pope will probably be the laf. 
There is every bay, to fuppofe that his fucceflor 
will be mo more than Bifhop of Rome, or perhaps 
Patriarch of the Weft. 

The emancipation of France will give fuch an 
overthrow to popery, that it is probable, in procefs 
of time, the pureft religion may be eftablithed 
there, and that is the proteftant fy item. 

Though number of banditti, in the neighbor- 
hood of Paris, hasbeen computed, on enquiry, at 
feventeen thoufand. ‘The Marquis de la Fayette, 
being i éd that many of them had more mo- 
ney than feemed eonfiftent with their fituation, 
went-himfelf to Montmarte, where he faw feve- 
ral of them playing at chuck farthing with crowns 
and Jouis d’ors ! 

Sept. 3. The national affembly of France have 
come to the following refolution : 

Firf.—The national aflembly ordain, that in 
future no money fhall be fent to the court of Rome 
to the Vice-Legatefhip of Avignon, nor to the 
Nunciat of Lucerne, for any religious purpofe 
whatever: but the parifhioners fhall apply to their 
Bilhops for benefices and difpenfations, which thall 
be granted to. them gratis, notwithitanding any 
privilege or exception to the contrary. All 
churches in France fhould enjoy the fame liberty. 

Secondly.—No perfon thall in future hold a bene- 
fice or benefices exceeding the annual income of 
3000 livres. No perfon fhall enjoy penfions or 
benefices to a greater amount than the above fum 
of 3000 livres. 

Thirdly, —Gn the delivery of the amount which 
fhall be laid before the aflembly, of the ftate of 
penfions and rewards, the affembly, in concert 
with the King, fhall proceed to fuppreis thofe that 
have not been merited, and to reduce {uch as 
fhall appear exceflive, referving to themfelves the 
power of determining a certain fum which the 
King thall difpofe of in future to fuch purpofes, 

‘The fam which the affembly intend to allow the 
Retors of country parifhes, in lieu of tithes, is no 
more than 1500 livres, or about 70 guireas a- 
year. 

This will be paring down the livings with a 
vengeance; for many of the country parifhes, par- 
ticularly in Normandy, are worth 7ool. a-year. 

That a dog po" :%es fagacity fuperior to any of 
the brute creatn ‘the elephant excepted) nc one 
will difpute; fome go fo far as to fay, that from 
a conftant attendance on the human fpecies, they 
acquire a fort of reafoning faculty : this however, 
we will neither contradict nor fupport, but jult 
quote another initance of their attachment to man- 
kind.—Monday laft a little girl, about two years 
old, a child of Mr. G. near Finglafs-bridge, 
having flrayed from the houfe, fell into a river 
near the bottom of the garden; fhe was attended 


by a large dog belonging tothe family, wholeap- © 


ed into the water, and brought her not only fafe 
to the fhore, but took hold of her coat and led 
her to the houfe, to the aitonifhment of her pa- 
rents. 

It is {aid to, be univerfally the opinion formed in 
Peterfburg, thatthe Grand Seignior has engaged 
to be at the whole expence of the war, provided 
Sweden took an active part therein; befides fur- 
nifhing the Kiwg with a confiderable loan by way 
of fecurity, in cafe of failure on his fide, and to 
fapport all the charges which may accrue to his 
Swedith Majefy. 

Long has the King of Sweden withed for an op- 
portunity to recover thofe poffeffions in Livonia, 
which were arrefled from his anceftors ; the time 
appears now to be approaching :. if this favorable 


_moment is miffed, perhaps another never may 





gy in the courfe of his reign.—-Hitherto he has 
een fortunate, a battle having been fought on 
the confines of Swedith Finland, about one hun- 
dred miles from Peterfburg, which is reported to 
have laited three days fucceffively; in which the 
Swedifh King gained greatly the advantage, ow- 
ing in a great meafure to the judicious fituation of 
his poft, which was happily chofen on the fummic 
of two mountains, where the Ruffian army attempt- 
ed to diflodge him, and force him from his fortifi- 
cations, in which they received great flaughter, 
and were repulfed with confiderable lofs—more 
particularly the chofen guards of the Empreis, 
who having diftinguifhed themfelves in an eminent 
manner, are faid to have been cut off to a man. 

It was whifpered in Peterfburg, when the Em- 
ake heard of this defeat, fhe could not contain 

erfelf from difplaying the marks of her mortifi- 
cation ; neither could the refrain from exhibiting 
her diftrefs by a flood of tears, at the leis of her 
favorite guards. She wept bitterly ! 

Such unlimited authority, and fuch defpotic will, 
has the Emprefs to keep all her motions in pro- 
found fecrecy, that a ftranger refiding in Peterf- 
burg or its vicinity, could noteafily be purfuaded 
war was in her dominions—there being no hottile 
preparations in that city—but every circumftance 
carries the appearance of quiet repofe, and all feems 
to be hufhed in peace. 

Chevalier Paul Jones is not difgraced, as was 
reported, he is divefted of all command at this 
preient time, but takes his rank as Le Contre Ad- 
miral, and his pay ftill continues as fuch. It is 
fappofed that jealoufy is the caufe of his removal 
from employment—he does not appear at court, 
but remains in Peterfburg as a private perfon. 

The report of a negociation of peace between 
the Emperor and the Turks, is fpoken of with 
more confidence than ever. In our opinion it is 
an event which may fhortly be expected.

mate, Robinfon, and a Negro, ventured in a {mall 
canoe to look for fome fettlement, and landed on 
the North fide of Long-Ifland. A fmall veflel was 
immediately difpatched from Mr. Fergufon’s plan- 
tation, to the relief of the unfortunate people on 
the reef: and we learn fhe has taken them up, and 
carried them to Exuma. The Mafguath and her 
cargo are entirely loit. 

Sept. 26. Onthe 14th inft. about 1 o’clock, A. 
M. the fhip Hazard, ‘Thomas New, matter, from 
the Bay of Honduras forLondon, then out 3 weeks, 
was driven by a ftrong current on the Martyrs, 
where fhe immediately bilged. The fame day fe- 
veral wrecking veilels from this fell in with her, 
and took off two gentlemen who were paflengers, 
and the crew, who were all brought to town in the 
fchooner Jenny, Capt. M‘Dougall, laft Tucfday. 
The veffel is entirely loft—the fails and fome rig- 
ging are brought here, and it is expected that part 
of the cargo, confifting of mahogany and logwood, 
may be faved. The paflengers were Captain 
Thompfon and Mr, Alder.

By a gentleman who arrived here on Wednef- 
day jaft from the Falls of the Ohio, we are in- 
formed, that the expedition which had left that 
place, under the command of Major Harding, 
had returned; that they killed eight Indians, and 
took two prifoners, without the lofs of a fingle 
mhan,. . 

He alfo further informs us, that another expe- 
dition, confitting of 1500 volunteers, was to leave 
Kentucky about the fiiit of this month againft the 
Jndian towns on the Wabafh river. 

A geaticman from Clarkfburgh informs us that 
on the 19th of September laft, a certain William 
Johnion, who lives on Ten Mile Creek, about & 
Tailes from that place, went to watch a deer lick, 
on his return found his family were mifling, aad 
his cows, hogs aad fheep lying killed about his 
boafe, he iammediately went to Clacktburgh, and 
got a party of men to return with him to fearch 
tor his family, when a {mall diflance from his 
houfe they found four of them killed and fcalped, 
the others, viz. two young women and two boys, 
could not be found, and were fuppoled to have 
been talen priloners. It is not known what na- 
tion of Indians this party belonged to, or the num- 
ber it couiified of. 

We alfo learn, that a few days before this affair, 
two men were killed and one wounded, on Grave 
Creck. -- 

New-Lonvon, Ovober 16. 
Subftance of a protefi of Siepven Vi aterous, late 
mafrer of the floop Rebecca, of Baltimore. 

«© Captain Waterous failed trom St. Martins 
with a cargo confilling of falt, wine, almonds and 
dry-goods, bound to Baltimore. In lat. 19. 30. 
N. long. 64. 00 W. on the firlt day of Auguit, and 
the fecond after he failed, the floop fprung a leak 
and the wind being far to the fouthward they con- 
cluded to bear away for ‘Turks Ifland; and em- 
ployed all hands in heaving out falt and other 
goods, which prevented her finking. ‘I hey con- 
tinued pemping and lighting the floop till the next 
day at noon, when fhe overfet aad was under wa- 
ter. The mafter and crew, together with the own- 
er, who was alfo on board, continued on-the 
wreck about fourhours; when having got their 
boat free from water, they took to her, without 
having oars, provifions, water or compafs, and in 
the night pafled by T'urks-]fland ; in this diftreff- 
ed fituation they remained three days. On the 
fixth of Augutt they made the Grand Caucus, and 
about noon endeavoured to get in; bat the wind 
blowing direétly on, anda great fea going, they 
thought it impracticable, and were deterred from 
the attempt, and put off again; buta little after 
fun fet, fearing the confequences Of the night, 
they attempted to get on fhore, and in pafling the 
reef, the furf ray fo high, that in the hollow of a 
fea the boat ftrack and overfet, by which misfor- 
tune they were all thrown out, and the owner, Mr. 
Le Grofs, and one of the hands were drowned; 
the others, fix in number, held to the boat, and 
after being five or fix hours in the water, reached 
fore ; from whence in 3 weeks the mafler got a 
piflage to Turks-Ifland, from thence to Cape- 
Francois, where he arrived the 8th of September, 
and the next day took pafflage for Rhode-Ifland.

Tt has been difcovered, that the dwelling-houfe 
of Mr. Vanderbilt, of Flufhing lately burnt, was 
fet on fire by a young Negro we.ch, who lived in 
the family, being fafpeéted fhe was taken before 
a magiftrate for examination, when fhe confeiled 












the nefarious aét. She has fince been committed 

to the prifon of Queen’s county. She confeiled 

alfo that fhe had feveral accomplices; that the o- 

riginal defign was to have poifoned and deitroyed 

the family, but not being able to execute this dia- 
bolical {cheme as foon as they withed, in the height 
of her impatience, fhe fet ‘fire to the houfe in the 
abfence of her mafter, which, together with the 
property therein contained, was entirely deftroyed. 

Yefterday two of the prifoners confined in the 
gaol of this city, having a quarrel, they went to 
the top of the building to decide their difpute by a 
fight ; after ftripping, one of them being intoxi- 
cated, jumped off the houfe, and by the tall man- 
gled himfelf in a fhocking manner. He was carried 
into the poor-houfe without any hopes of recovery. 

By a gentleman arrived on Wednefday from 

Georgia we are informed, thatthe commiflioners 
are on their wa recarnisiagys city. The fame 
gentleman has been informed, that they have not 
been fo very fuccefsful in their negociations with 
the Indians as could have been wifhed. ‘The red 
people muft be od/iged to enter into peaceable trea- 
ties by fome other means than the childifh mode 
of making prefents. We mult make them /ear us, 
otherwife our /ove will be thrown away. 
We are informed by very refpectable authority, 
hat Mr. M‘Gillivray has written to the Prefident 
of the United States, a full and fenfible account 
of the rife and progrefs of the difputes fubfifting 
between the Georgians ; from which flatement he 
expected to prove, to a demonftration, that he has 
not acted the inconfiftent part which fome have al- 
ledged, neither has there been fuch cruelties com- 
itted by the Indians.

«© The Indians having of late committed many 
depredations on our frontiers, an expedition was 
formed by Col. John Haring, with zoo men, in 
order to invade the Indian country—This body of 
volunteers marched from the falls of the Ohio, on 
the 26th of Auguitdirectly for the Wabath ; they 
arrived in good order, without the lofs of a fingle 
man; on reaching the Indian fettlement on the 
Wabath, they were oppofed by a party of about 
30 Indians, whom they foon attacked and defeat- 
ed; the Indians leaving fix dead and nine wound- 
ed, with a good deal of plunder on the field. Af- 
ter this defeat Col. Haring penetrated further up 
the river, toward the Indian towns, which were 
all evacuated by the enemy ; the corps then return- 
ed, after deftroying one of their towns, their cat- 
tle, corn, &c. and arrived atthe falls on the 28th 
of September without lofing a man. The report 
which has for fome time pait been in circulation of 
Mr. Jacob Funk being killed by the Indians is er- 
roneous, being ftillin this country and well.”

Arrived in James river, the thip Janie, Simp- 
fon, in feven weeks from Glafgow; {poke the 
Hunter, Kanear, from Port-Glafgow for Virginia. 

O#.9. Weare informed by Mr. Bailey (the 
pilot) that in the courfe of 8 weeks cruife off the 
Capes, fpoke a number of veffels, amongft which 
are the following, viz. Oct. 2, fpoke the fhip Le 
Couteaux, Limeburn from this for New-York, 
thirty miles to the fouthward of the Capes, and 
three days after faw her a fecond time fti!l more to 
the fouthward, occafioned by contrary winds. On 
the 3d, fpoke a thip from Londan for Baltimore ; 
and on the fame day fpoke the brig Ben, Kelfick, 
for Alexandria. Onthe 4th, faw a large fhip a- 
bout fixty miles to the fouthward of Cape-Henry ; 
the weather was fo bad they could not feek her, 
but from information of a fhip from Glafgow, 
they learned fhe was a Spanifh thip in diftrefs, by 
carrying away her mizen-maft, and receiving other 
damage in a gale, fhe intended for the firit port 
fhe could make. 
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By accounts from Bofton we learn that General 
epard, in reviewing a bedy of militia lately; 
and directing them to go through their fifings, had 
his head grazed by a ball, which carried off fome 
of his hair. The General without taking any no- 
tice of the matter, ordered them to reload, and 
march 6 paces and reft theirarms. He then order- 
ed them to be examined by the non-comtbiffioned 
officers, who found one of the pieces, belonging to 
aman who wasa brother to one of thofe killed in 
the late rebellion, to be charged with two balls ; 
on which he was committed to prifon. He muft 
however be difcharged, for want of fufficient proof 
of his criminality. 

Saturday laft, between the hours of two and 
three o’clock, the PRESIDENT of the United 
States arrived at Bofton, where he was received 
with every demonftration of joy due to his exalted 
character. A grand proceflion was formed on the 
occafion, and in the evening the town was brilli- 
antly illuminated.
